legislation approved bv the 44th General Assemhlv in Pol initiated the fust restriction to the 
development o| p u I * lie mnior colleges Mil is legislation prohibited the establishment of a public junior 
eollege m anv school district having a population of less than :wcnt\ thousand The 49th (ieneral 
Assemhlv in 1941 icdueed this population requirement Irom tvventv thousand to five thousand. 

In 1949 1 the 53rd (ienei.il Assembly established the concept ot genera' slate aid to public junior 
colleges In approving the pavment ot tvventv I ive cents per clay ol attendance tor each junior college- 
student enrolled lor twelve or more semester hours ol work. In P57. the 57th General Assemble 
ineieascd this amount to one dollar per dav . State aid was later increased bv the 59th General 
Assemhlv . in ’ 'V> I . to one dollar and fifty cents per day for non resident students. 

Prom I 9 I S to 1 1 > 5 3 thirty live different publie junior eolleges were established under the 
operation of loeal public- school districts. Some of these colleges later closed, although ten of the 
closed colleges reopened at later dates. The enrollment trend of the public junior colleges steadily 
increased over the years, although there were some exceptions to tins trend such as the years during 
World War II. During the decade. P55 65. which immediately preceded the initiation of the area 
schools, enrollment of publie junior colleges doubled. 

By the year I 965. there were a total of sixteen public junior colleges operating in Iowa. The total 
enrollment during the tail semester of the school year 1965-66 was 9 ,09 Nr These public junior colleges 
were operated by loeal publie school districts and were administered by a dean who reported directly 
to the superintendent of the local school district. The eolleges offered college parallel programs 
equivalent to the first two years of a baccalaureate degree program and a limited number of 
occupational programs and adult education opportunities.

The Plst (leneral Assembly in I Wo approved legislation (Senate Idle 550. Acts of the Iowa olst 
(general Assemhlv which became Chapter 2X0A, (ode of Iowa) permitting the development of a 
statewide system ol post-secondary educational institutions operated under the direction of the State 
Board ot Public Instruction. These institutions were officially designated as area schools and were to 
be organized by merged areas which included two or more counties. The boards of education of 
county school systems were authorized to plan for the merger of county school systems or parts 
thcreot to develop a merged area. Inch merged area was required to have a minimum of at least 4,000 
public and private pupils in grades 4 through 12. 



I be merged areas were authorized to develop area schools as either area community colleges or 

area vocational schools. The statement ol philosophy contained in the original enabling legislation and 
amended in 1467 by the 62nd (leneral Assembly (Senate Pile 616, Acts of the Iowa 62nd (leneral 
Assembly) identified the following categories as appropriate educational opportunities and services to 
be provided by the area schools.
